Canned spinach, already -credited 
with the death of four persons in 
Grand Rapids, became the center yes- 
terday of Chicago’s second official in-’ 
vestigation of preserved 
within the year. 

The inquiry brought a warning from 
Dr. John Dill Robertson against all 
city consumption of preserved spinach. 
He also warned restaurant keepers 
and- housewives against allowing any 
canned food to remain in the cans 
after opening, and promised exhaustive 
tests into the chemical qualities of 
other generally used canned vegetables 
distributed here. 

Trace Michigan Spinach Here. 

A check of the books of Chicago 
jobbers made by William J. Remus, in- 
spector of the Michigan food and 
drug department, indicated the spin- 
ach which proved fatal in his state 
was handled largely through Chicago 
jobbing houses. With the aid of a 
score of local jobbers, he began the 
rapid running down of each shipment 
to prevent further fatalities, : 

“This may be looked on as an emer- | 
gency,” said Dr. Robertson last night, 
“and I am going to ask hotel keepers, 
through THE TRIBUNE, not to serve 
any more canned spinach until we 
have run all of this shipment down. 
I do not believe Chicage housewives 
need worry about the matter. So far 
we have found that thé only . food 
that contained the poison was in gal-

Three investigations of the canned 
spinach shipment are under way, in 
addition to that started by the Chi- 
cago health commissioner. Michigan 
authorities are running down the indi- 
vidual orders. Government chemists 
are preparing to test the canned food, 
according to Inspector Remus, and the 
National Canners’ association is com- 
pleting its analysis of samples taken 
from the Michigan hospital. 

Chemist to Fix Blame. 

Dr. Harry H. Weiss of Washington, 
chief chemist of the association, has 
promised the Michigan authorities that 
he will *“ place the responsibility " for 
the poison following the analysis. Some 
of: the suspected spinach was given 
to guinea pigs in Grand Rapids and 
the animals died shortly afterward, 
hospital officials announced. 

Dr. Robertson declined to consider 
the theory poison might have been in- 
troduced into the cans after they left 
the Califernia factories. 

The investigation follows the lines 
of that made a year ago after the 
deaths which were traced to ‘canned 
stuffed olives.

A political refugee is defined by the 
bill as any alien who shall prove to 
the satisfaction of the secretary of 
state and secretary of labor “ that} 
he is seeking admission to the United | 
States to escape or avoid politicai 
persecution in the country of his last 
residence, whether such persecution 
be evideneed by overt acts or by laws 
or governmental regulations directed 
against the alien himself or the race 
or nation or political subdivision to 
which he belongs.” ‘ Such alien, says 
the bill, “shall be considered as en- 
titled to admission whether or not 
he is the bearer of a valid passport 
or document in the nature of a pass- 


Objection to Pending Bill. 


The existing immigration law ex- 
empts from exclusign if otherwise ad- 
missible “persons convicted or who 
admit the comarission or who teach 
or advocate the commission of an of- 
fens@ purely political.” 

Notwithstanding the exemption of 
political refugees Representative Ma- 
son of Lllinois filed a minority report 
on the pending visé bill, contending 
that the legislation would compe! “any 
honest immigrant who is willing and 
able to comply with our laws of immi- 
gration to remain where he is unless he 
gets the consent of his master, the 
king, to come to this United States.”

Those who are not professionals, who 
the title of “ maestro” and refuse to take money, 
are the objects of greatest worship.

the “ pelaces” where tea is served with dancing. 
The interesting thing is that.most of these

A young girl who is really in the swirs 
goes to fashionable pagties now with her cele 
brated dancing partner and keeps him carefully to 
herself. The girl who goes without her man 
doesn’t get a chance to dance at all. Her friends 
never let go of the one they have, and the men, 
for their part, never have a moment to them- 
selves. It’s just one more job in the sorry life of a 
woman with a daughter to launch in the world. 
There used to be the dressmaker, and then the 
millinery artist, and then the jeweler, and then 
the makeup lady and the hairdresser. France got 
Alsace-Lorraine out of the war, but the French 
mother has won only the additional task of find- 
ing a celebrated dancer for her female offspring. 
Now I, personally, never dance, but I often 


_ go to teas and watch the dancing. As I sit there 


alone by myself I come sooner or later to attract 
attention. I happen to be known, more or less, 
around some of the hotels In question. Well, at 
tea time I begin to notice that all kinds of 
affectionate glances are coming my way from 
@ number of much revamped, remodeled beau- 
ties, who now see their fading charms réjuvenated 
only im the loveliness of young daughtera. The 


good women begin by pralsing my novels, fre- 
quently without having read one of them. Then 
they go on to praise my goodness of heart, though 
they know nothing at all about me. And finally 
they get to the point: : 

“O, I just heard! You have been in America, 
haven't you? ‘Wonderful piace, isn’t it? All 
those skyscrapers and things! I should so like 
to see them! I suppose you know a great many 
people in the United States ...?” 

“I did spend a year, more or less, on the other 
side of the ocean. I know a good many people 
there. If I can introduce you to any of them... ” 

“©, that’s just lovely of you, Well, now, you 
probably know any number of young men over 
there who dance.

Thus, one of the arresting 
models from a Paris designer employs 
a vivid green serge for side skirt pan- 
els and elbow sleeves of a black serge 
dress. This green is played upon by 
white and black thread embroidery and 
then, lest you still remain in doubt 
as to the festive destiny of this frock, 
there are deep gauntlet cuffs and the 
choker collar of seal. Here we have 
our old Cinderella of a fabric turned 
into a bit of splendor that can vie with 
any velvet or crepe de chine or satin. 

Another of these glorified serges is 
shown immediately following. This 
also is a navy blue one and this also is 
trimmed with fur. Here, however, the 
pelt used is monkey. 

Thies fur, by the way, has shown all 


the initiative which one might expect 


from its antecedents. It is not, though, 
to be worn by just any type of woman. 
We know of no pelt, on the contrary, 
which should be selected with a more 
painstaking effort to find out just ex- 
actly the type which we are. 

Why? Because monkey fur is not 
a hgautiful thing in itself. It is, on the 
contrary, slightly grotesque, altogether 
chic. For the demure little woman to 
attempt to wear monkey is almost as 
calamitous as for the chic woman to 
come out in Gainsborough plumes.

JELLIED MEAT STOCKS. 
OUR butcher will order a set of 
calf's feet for you, but there are 
few places today where these 
can be obtained save by an ad- 
vance request. Those who like thick 
meat stews order them. The old- 
fashioned woman orders them for soup 
and for jellied meats. You will find 
that the soup recipes of old were likely 
to contain a direction like this: “ Take 
a knuckle of veal and a set of calf's 
feet.” And the directions for cleaning 
these usually was: “Singed and 
scraped, but not skinned.” 

We have never ceased to prepare 
jellied pig’s feet, but the calf’s foot 
has passed out of ordinary cookery. 
The package of gelatin has been too 
handy. 

But poor people the world over use 
the feet of young animals in making 
their unusually savory stews. In the 
tiny food shops of Italy the black hoofs 
of the little kid—sometimes no more 
than two—are on sale. 

The intestines, under the name 
“coratelia,” are cooked in a stew rich 
in vegetables, smoothed and thickened 
at the least expense by the use of 
these little hoofs. The Italians being 
good eaters have an enormous variety 
of inexpensive foods, while our food 
forces are forever organizing to sweep 
variety away from us. We never seem 
to fight for it, and it must be a fight— 
for the perishables. 

The thrifty never allow the butcher 
to chop off the legs of a boiling chicken.

If you want jellied chicken you should 
use the legs for the best success. 
Another reason for removing the legs 
of a chicken yourself, especially those 
of roasting chickens, is that you can 
draw out the leg sinew by breaking 
the joint, cutting through the skin, and 
pulling. Break the joint over the édge 
of the table. 
A Simple Jellied Stock. 
Buy a two pound beef shank and the 


same weight of a knuckle of veal. You 


can get these almost clean of meat. 


The butcher will break them, and if 
| you are thrifty and in search of good 


winter food, and variety in it, you will 
take out the marrow, cut it up, put it 
in a little cloth, and drop it into a 
small amount of boiling water for ten 
minutes, mash it, salt it, and serve it 
on toast. You may add a little lemon 
juice, but be careful or you will de- 
stroy the character of the delicate 
marrow. A little salt is sufficient sea- 


soning. 


You may add to the bones as much as 
four quarts of cold water and get a 


jellied stock by twelve hours of sim- 
mering, but not a glue stiff jelly. Use 
less for that, but the first is sekvice- 
able. The bones should be carefully in- 
spected, scraped in places, and any 
dirty skin removed. Bring slowly, most 
slowly, to a boil, and skim off the al- 
bumin scum, as it only hardens and 
also keeps the meat jelly from being 
clear. It has to be strained out in the 
end. Add a little salt at the start.

The neck edges are bound, and 
the neck at the top is held together by 
ribbons which are tied in a simple bow. 

At each under arm seam there are 
two plaits on both front and back. 
These are turned up and stitched ac- 
cording to directions given on the pat- 
tern. The under arm seams are loft 
open from just above these plaits to 
the bottom of the waist, and finished 
for closing with snaps. 

The lower edge of the waist can be 
finished the same as the opening in the 
neck, and the dress will need no otier 
trimming, although one never makes a 
mistake in having some embroidery, in 
wools, silks, or beads. . 

The sleeve given with this pattern ts 
@ particularly good one, being made to 
fit quite closely from the elbow to the 
wrist by means of a seam down the out- 


| side from the elbow to the lower e¢ige. 


A sleeve, particularly a close fitting 
one, must be really perfect in fit if cne 
is to have any comfort in wearing it. 

It would be worth while cutting this 
pattern out of a piece of old mustin, 
carefully putting all marks in, und 
basting and trying on. The sleeve 
should be pinned to the armhole of the 
waist, taking care to pin it at ,the 
shoulder, front seam, and about oppo- 
site the front seam in the back. Then 
you can see whether the outside seam 
comes up high enough er too high, 
whether the lengths are right, and 
whether the sleeve is going to be too 
large or small. Any needed alterations 
can be made in this cloth and the sleeve 
kept for future use, for it is a pattern 


one may often need. 

If a close fitting sleeve is desired it 
would be pretty to button it up the 
outside, facing the upper side of the 
opening and allowing the seam on the 
under part to form an extension hem. 
The buttonholes should be pretty close 
together—say three-fourths of an inch 
—and one-eighth in from the front 
edge of the opening. 

Buttons could be set on the under- 
arm seams, too, where the seams open.

No. 9875 is a smart looking design 
for a house dress, with its long waisted 
effect, unusual cut of the waist, and 
pretty sash ends. The dress is intend- 
ed to be slipped on over the head—#so 
the troublesome work of finishing an 
opening is done away with, 

The center front and back of the 
waist are in one piece, and the side 
and sleeves in one, a style that is sure 
to be becoming to many. In attach- 
ing the middle front and back of the 
waist to the side pieces a little fancy 
braid, such as ricrac,.can be set in 
under the edge so that the points on 
one side of the braid extend beyond 
the seam, or the edges of the front 
and back can be bound with some con- 
trasting color; or the seam edges can 
simply be turned under and stitched 
down. In which case embroidery 
would be the right thing. But one 
does not wish to put too much work 
on a hoyse dress, even though you 
wish it to be pretty and attractive. 

Any of thé wash materials will be 
ideal for this pattern. The sash ends 
are set in at each side under the lower 
edges of the front and are tied in the 
back. 

The skirt is a straight, gathered 
pattern, and measures two yards at 
the bottom for ,size 36.

INCE owners of dairy and aoe 
herds have come to the corfelu- | 
sion that it is not a disgrace Mel 
And tuberc ular cattle on their 

farms. but poor business to harbor | 
them, thousands are cotherating in| 
every Way they can to have their herds | 
put on the government's list as being | 
free from the disease. 
Iilinois farmers afe doing their share | 
wp meeting the federal and state offi-| 
dais in the government's accredited | 
nerd plan of eradicating tuberculosis. 


There are 147 prairie state farmers who | 
can proudly tell you today that their 
nerds are free from this disease, the | 
greatest enemy to cattle and hogs in 
this country. 

In other words, more than 5,000 cat- 
is state have been labeled “ free 
from rculosis so far as science is 
able to determine. But this is only a 
grop in the bucket compared with the 
showing that will be made within a few 
months, for there are 860 other berds 
sow being tested under government su- 
gervision. Of this number 416 herds 
have passed one “clean test” in the 
process of being accredited, which 
means that many more farmers will 
goon be added to the honor list. 


Constant Watch for Infection. 


Plans are being Made and in some 
places they are already in operation 
t completely wipe out tuberculosis in 
certaig areas of this and other states. 
So eager are some of the farmers in 
eertain sections to get rid of every in- 
fected animal as quickly as possible 
that they are keeping veterinarians 
sonstantly om the job of testing. In 
[ilincis there are four counties—Taze- 
well, Woodford, McLean, and Edgar— 
that employ a federal] veterinarian, one 
permanently stationed in each county, 
to carry on the work of testing under 
the accredited herd plan. 

Testing is not compulsory, but farm- 
es who find indications of tubercu- 
wi in their heards are recognizing 
tas good business to have tests made. 


Cattle are venerally considered the 
source from which the disease spreads 
to other animals, especially hogs. 

if hogs are allowed to run in the 
feed lot with infected becf steers, or 


grink unpasteurized milk that comes 
from cows suffering with tubérculosis, 
they invariably contract the disease. 
Scientists believe that if this dreaded 
plague can be eliminated from the cat- 
te industry, the foundation of animal 
tuberculosis will be blotted out.

$40,000,000 every year in cattle and 
hogs alone. 

Statistics from the United States 
department of agriculture show that 
37,492 cattle ond 65,609 hogs were 
wholly conde das being unfit for 
human food during the last fiscal year. 
In other words, 3,000 carloads of cattle 
and hogs were dumped into the render- 
ing tanks, and made into grease and 
fertilizer at the central markets last 
year. 

Besides, the farmers fed about 20,000 
carloads of corn and other kinds of 
feed to these animals before they were 
brought to the slaughter house. The 
farmer is the loser. Commission mea 
point out that, while the infected ani- 
mals are not discovered until they are 
slaughtered and inspected by federal 
inspectors at the packing houses, the 
packers do not stand the loss. The 
packers know the average percentage 
of loss due to tuberculosis, and buy ac- 
cordingly. 

External Appearance Often Deceives. 

Testing is optional with the owner, 
and until recently many of them have 
been reluctant about having their 
herds tested. Their cattle may look 
fat and in ideal condition physically, 
so far as their external appearance in- 
dicates. 

Naturally, the owner of such cattle, 


is surprised when he is told that some | 
of these animals showed tuberculosis , 
lesions when slaughtered and inspect-

times. In fact, it has occurred so 
many times that farmers are now 
anxious to have their herds tested, 


at the time. Weeding out the reactors 
increases the value of those that are 
free from tuberculosis.

Must Test Entire Herd 


Wherever this or other signs of 
tuberculosis appear steps should be 
taken to have the entire herd of cattle 
tested immediately. Illinois farmers 
are fortunate, for they may have their 
herds tested free of charge, and are 
also paid an indemnity by the state and 
federal governments. 

The departments of agriculture of 
Illinois and the United States are co- 
operating in this work. The whole 
herd must be submitted to test in order 
to secure indemnity. Application 
should be made to the government of- 
fice, Union Stock Yards, Chicago, or 
to the state veterinarian, A. T. Peters, 
Springfield. The accredited herd plan 
is the one adopted and in operation in 
codperation with forty-five states on 
a uniform basis. 

An agreement must be signed, which, 
however, is not enforced by law. The 
government agrees to test without 
charge and, further, to pay an indem- 
nity on any animal which reacts to 
the test and is slaughtered according 
to the agreement. 

The federal government pays one 


third of the difference between the ap- 


praised value and the salvage derived 
from tHe reactors. In no case, how- 
ever, “shall any payment by the de- 
partment be more than $25 for any 


pure bred animal.” The law in this 
state was passed to meet the govern- 
ment in its entirety, and agrees to pay 
a similar amount. 


Government Men Test.

If it passes two annual or 
three semi-annual tuberculin tests, the 
owner is given a certificate from .the 
state and government which shows 
that his herd is accredited as free from 
tuberculosis.

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Chicago Artists 
in Great Format 


Annual Exhibit 


By Eleanor Jewett. 
ROBABLY the most keenly await- 
ed show and the most cagerly 
welcomed show upon its opening 


is the exhibition of works by art- | 


ists of Chieago and vicinity, which 
now for seme years hae been an annual 
event at the Art institute. Last Tues- 
day, with an attendance so great as to 
prevent all view of the paintings, this 


exhibit @pened in the many galleries 


The press view had been the day 


previous, so we boldly faced the seat of 
faces, swam unchecked through the 
ocean of plumed hats and sable wraps. 
and emerged with a smile of victory 
on our lips, for the effect of the first 
view of the paintings had not been 
diminished nor tarnished by the diffi- 


culties through which the second im-_ 


pression was gained--a fact that 
speaks strongly for the excellence of 
the exhibit. 

Say what you. will, to enjoy paint- 
ings while skipping lightly from foot 
te foot, rescuing each in turn from 
an ineroaching, heavier neighbor and 
dodging hat brims in futile effort to 
see all of one picture at the same mo- 
ment, is a good test by which to judge 
the merits of a show. An exhibition 
that stands that test will live long in 
the memory of those who see it and who 


are impelled to return to ita second | 


and third time for the sake of the tan- 
talizing glimpses that were alone 
vouchsafed on their original visit. 

The average note struck in the pres- 
ent Chicago show is a high one. There 
are perhaps no peaks, but undoubtedly 
there are fewer bad drops into me- 
diocrity than might have been expected 
in as large a group of paintings as are 
here gathered together. 

The general tone is one of decora- 
tiveness. There are few somber themes 
played upon. Landscapes apparently 
predominate. More than any previous 
exhibit that comes to mind now, this 
exhibit seems to dissolve itself upon 
close inspection into a series of closely 
related groups. 

For example, there is the group of 
landscapes by Charles W. Dahigreen; 


the group of wistful night songs by Ru- | 


dolph F. Ingerle; the group of senti- 
mentally reminiscent landscapes by 
Carl R. Kraft; the grqup of warm, soft, 
lusciously appealing paintings by Pau- 
line Palmer; the group of French 
anatches in temperas by William P. 
Welsh; the distinctly decorative group 
in which Jessie Arms Botke, Mabel 
Key, Frederic M. Grant; and Gerald A. 


Frank figure; and the relatively small, 


group of peculiar conceptions fathered 
by Carl Hoeckner and Rudolph Weisen- 
burg. 

There are, of course, other groups, 
but these, I think, are the principal 


‘ones and, at all events, their mention 


gives some meaning to my hypothesis 
concerning the dividing lines that sep- 
arate while uniting the various con- 
trasting motifs found in these galleries, 
filled and overflowing with pleasurable 
sensation. In fact, so extraordinarily 
interesting is the exhibit in its extent 
that the feeling for pleasure becomes 
jaded before half the rooms have been 
traversed. 

Mental receptivity is unfortunately 
limited, and the person who expects to 
see and digest all the paintings that 
are hung here within the space of thir- 
ty minutes will find himself a much

COOK COUNTY 


G.-A. Quinlan Tells of Vast 


TOTAL MILES 


Strides in Six Years. 


* BY GEORGE A. QUINLAN. 
[Cook County Superintendent of Highways.) 

Cook county has in comparison more 
good roads than any other county in 
the United States. 

Six years ago there was only one 
mile of paved roadway in the county. 
Today there are 212 miles of good 
paved roads—roads that are ideal for 
motorists. During the last year 35.53 
miles of road were paved. There are 
at present twenty-one miles under con- 
struction and.many more miles are 
contemplated. 

Prior to 1915 there was no law that 
provided for the paving of country 
roads. At that time there were 1,600 
miles of unpaved roads in Cook county. 

Another feature that brightens up 
the road conditions for this year is 
the fact that $4,000,000 of the $5,000,- 
000 county bond issue voted a year ago 
last November has not yet been spent. 

‘ Program Curtailed in 1920. 

We planned to build more than 
seventy miles of roads last year, but 
the adjustment period so disorganized 
contractors and engineers that we were 
unable to carry out the program. 

‘However, things are straightening 
out now and I believe that when the 
contemplated 1921 program is com- 
pleted Cook county wil] have more than 
300 miles of paved country “roadway, 
which will form a network connecting 
every village and hamlet to Chicago 
with a good hard road. ; 3 
Gigantic Strides Made. 


' The problem of making country 
roads pleasant for automobilists con- 
fronted highway officials and the pub- 
lic. Legislation was planned, sought, 
and secured. ‘Bond issues were voted 
and in every county in the state high- 
way offices were opened. Soon engi- 
neers, concrete mixers, and laborers 
were turning the highways from 
ditches through which only a horse 
and buggy could pass into hard, 
smooth, wide roads. 

All roads completed in this county 
were not constructed by Cook county 
alone. Both the state and the govern- 
mént aid in this work.

Skidding Is Bad for Tires; 
Should Be Guarded Against 


Last week brought the kind of 
weather that should cause the motor 
driver to redouble his vigilance against 
skidding. 

One of the chief causes of skidding 
is too sudden and too severe application 
of the brakes, causing the tires of the 
locked wheel to drag. Special care 
should be taken when turning corners. 
The best rule when traction is not so 
good is to slow down before making a. 
turn. Another good rule is to always 
apply the brakes gradually and evenly. 

Skidding the tire even a short dis- 
tance may cause a flat spot on the tire 
tread. Subsequent poundings of this 
fiat spot causes premature deteriora- 
tion. The answer is never to permit a 
tire to skid if it can be helped. Often 
it is wise to slow down by closing the 
throttle with the clutch engaged. 

Starting the car by engaging the 
clutch too quickly is said by tire ex- 
perts to be disastrous to tires. Start 
and stop your car as gradually as pos- 
sible if you would save dollars which 
will otherwise have to be spent for 
tires.

GOLD AND SILVER 
SHOVEL USED 
MANY NEW ROADS 


Once Humble Implement 
Becomes Famous. 


Last October, Illinois completed a 
part of Roosevelt road, an important 
link in the Federal Aid system that will 


coast Lincoln highway. Water for 
mixing the last batch of concrete was 
brought by special messenger from the 
well on the Roosevelt estate at Saga- 
more hill At the dedication ceremon- 
ies, Mrs. Alice Roosevelt Longworth 
used a gold and silver shovel to place 
the last batch of concrete. 

It is interesting to note that Chicago 
is the possessor of this one time hum- 
ble shovel that has played an impor- 
tant part in popularizing good roads. 
The shovel originally was owned by an 
Illinois contractor and used in build- 
ing one of Cook county’s first hard 
roads. It was an ordinary “No. 2,” 
but today its blade is silver plated and 
its gold handle is covered with plates 
bearing the names of many prominent 
officials interested in good roads. 


Used on Dixie Highway. 


through Blue Island, Ill., was cormm- 
pleted in 1914, Peter Reinberg, presi- 
dent of the board of county commis- 
sioners, used the same shovel to re- 
move the last batch of earth that had 
been placed over the concrete to pro- 
fect it until hardened. This section 
was the first of Cook county’s present 
wonderful system of roads for which 
taxpayers have voted $8,000,000. 
Former Gov. Dunne made a similar 
use of the shovel at Bismarck, II1., on 
July 20, 1916, in dedicating Illinois’ 
first bond issue road in Vermilion 
county's system.

Use More Trucks. 


The warning note struck by Chair- 
man 8. M. Williams of the Federal 
highway council, against establishing 
highway transportation beyond high- 
way development, is finding lodgment 
in traffic circles. 

As a result, prominent traffic men 
codperating with the Federal highway 
council are now taking hold of the 
transportation problem with a determ- 
ination to insure the construction of 
roads around industrial and commer 
cial centers that will prevent a return 
to congested conditions. 

They do not propose, according to 
C. W. Reid, manager of the transpor- 
tation bureau of the council, to be 
caught napping when the traffic tide 
begins to rise again. ; 

Study Track Zones. 

“For this reason,” said Mr. Reid, 
“many traffic managers throughout 
the country are going to give a closer 
study and a more determined applica- 
tion to the motor truck terminal zones 
as a codperating branch of the railway 
and express service.” 

Now that the railway express merger 
has been approved by the interstate 
commerce commission, it is the belief 
that the next step forward will be to 
throw short hau! tonnage to the motor 
truck as fast as the change can be 
brought about along practical lines. 

“The federal highway council,” said 
Mr. Williams, ‘is working upon the 
belief that the future development of 
any type of transportation will largely 
depend upon the economic’ service 
which that type may render the com- 
munities served. We have heard a 
great deal about the short haul and 
the necessity for its being turned over 
to the highway. Articles have been 
written, columns have been published, 
and the public has been worked up to 
a fever heat over the tremendous pos- 
sibilities of diverting the short haul 
to the highways.

Hupp Officiai Analyzes 
Motor Situation. 


BY CHARLES D. HASTINGS, 
{President and General Manager Hupp Moter 

I don’t believe in whistling to keep 
your courage up when it comes to com- 
thereial endeavor. Whoever predicts 
good business for the coming year 
should have very ¢@efinite grounds for 
his convictions. I believe that 1921 
will be a prosperous year, and I think 
that the grounds for my belief are 
solid and sound. 

In the first place, fundamental buy- - 
ing power in this country has been 
very slightly impaired. It is true that 
the normal expression of thie buying 
power has been interrupted afd sus- 
pended, but it is etill there in almost 
its original strength. 

Buying power is the Index of de- 
mand. When demand is strong, the 
only thing that can possibly interfere 
with good business is an oversupply of 
the things demanded. Speaking spe- 
cifically of automobiles, I can see no 
possibility of such oversupply Im 1921. 

Instead of plu ¢ ng ahead and turn- 
ing out cars in ever-increasing quanti- 
ties, with full knowledge that the 
greatest possible production will be 
immediately absorbed, manufacturers 
as a whole will attempt, I believe, to 
measure their production by what they 
consider to be the actual demand. 

Whenever a rea) serious attempt is 
made to gauge the future market for 
any product, the error, if any, is al- 
most sure to be on the short side. 
In other words, supply is more likely 
to fall short of demand than it is to 
equal it or go beyond it. 

With supply slightly less, or consid- 
erably less, than demand, I cannot 
possibly see why automobile business 
should be anything but good.

000,000. Of the motor cars 90 per cent 
are used more or less for business, 60 
per cent of the mileage is utilitarian, 
and the full service of trucks, of 
course, is devoted to commercial effi- 
ciency. 

When one looks forward, therefore, 
into 1921 with its readjusted finances, 
its storehouses: filled with goods, one 
must read there a steady demand for 
automotive products. Especially is this 
so when it is realized that automobile 
salesmanship is in the early cet 
of development. |

“J was born in 1825,” said Mrs. Le- 
Beau. “ My father came to Chicago in 
1829. He built a little log store at 
what now is Lake nad Market streets, 
where he sold goods to the Indians. 
The Indians furnished us with game, 
honey, berries, and fish. 

“Later, my father built a hotel, the 
Sauginash, at Lake and Wells streets, 
and later traded it for section eight, 


ty-seven miles from Chicago, near Na- 
perville, where we lived for many 
years, and where I went to school. I 
knew most of the folks living on the 
Butterfield and Warrenville roads. 
“The Plank road was built while we 
lived in DuPage county.

After Year’s Bumps. 


“*It's an iil wind that blows nobody 
good’ is an expression as apt, in con- 
sideration of the conditions which have 
confronted the automobile industry in 
the last few months, as it is old,” was 
the way D. B. Ansted, president of the 
Lexington Motor company, expressed 
his opinion. “ Because, the depression 
in the industry, despite the great hard- 
ships it entailed, has not been without 
its lessons—lessons which, I believe, 
will stand the industry in good stead in 
the great years ahead. 

“To my mind, the greatest lesson— 
and it served as a rude awakening to 


the industry—was the very evident | 


need, made apparent at the first sign of 
the letup in buying, for the same high- 
ly organized skill and efficient manage- 
ment in the distributing organizations 
of motor car companies as in the fac- 
tories themselves. 


Same Order in Many Places. 

“ Conditions were such that prospec- 
tive buyers placed orders for cars with 
several dealers and took the first car 
delivered. This in itself, I believe, 
created a false impression of the mar- 
ket'’s size, although the apparent de- 
mand was greatly in excess of the 
supply. 
~“The result of this ease of selling, 
of quick turnovers, and of good profits 
was an indifference to considerations 
vital in any well regulated business. 

“First of all, few dealers made an 
effort to build up banking connections, 
which, in times of stress, are very 
necessary. And the fault was largely 
with the dealer. Few of them had 
their affairs in such shape that they 
could approach a banker and show him 
exactly the status of their business. 

Lack Banking Connections. 

“ When the tightening of credits be- 
gan to bake itself felt, many dealers 
were. entirely at sea. They lacked 
‘necessary and proper banking accom- 
modations and friendship, and their 
business suffered as a result. 

“ Today ever} distributing organiza- 
tion in the country is putting its busi- 
ness on a highly efficient basis. It has 
required the bullding, too, of strong 
saies departments, the development of 
men who not only believe in the sound- 
ness of the motor car industry and 
the dignity of their profession, but who 
realize that their work demands the 
highest type of business skill, foresight, 
courage, and industry. 

“ Reference to the automobile trade 
as a ‘game’ has always jarred upon 
me, but so many men associated with 
the industry made it a ‘game’ that the 
term was justified in large measure.”

URGES NARROW 
HINGE PILLARS 
IN CLOSED CARS 


Providing in motor cars a large mar- 
gin of comfort and safety is as much a 
matter of design as in the selection of 
the highest grade of materials. , 

Take, for example, the wind shield 
and door hinge pillars of closed car 
models. These pillars should be so 
small that they do not obstruct the 
vision of the driver. 

A motor company’s engineers, after 
many experiments, found that a line or 
pillar placed in front of a person did 
not obstruct the view provided the pil- 
lar is not greater in width than the 
distance between the observer's eyes. 

In other words, the driver can see on 
both sides and around a pillar if it is 
not more than two and a half inches in 
width. Or, to put it another way, there 
is no blind spot in a catwith two anda 
half inch pillars.

With the increase of motor transpor- 
tation and the consequent greater wear 
and tear on the roads the attention of 
officials in a few places which have; , 
laws regulating truck loads was direct- 
ed to the matter primarily as a means 
of road preservation. While it is ad- 
mitted that the majority of the roads 
are by no means what they ought to 
be, they must be taken as they are until 
means are found to improve them prop- 
erly, and it is an evidence of wisdom 
as well as justice toward all road users 
on the part of highway officials to keep 
the load weights within reasonable 
bounds. 3 

New Jersey Has Five Scales. 

In New Jersey, which has tackled 
this problem of excessive motor truck 
loads more thoroughly than any other 
eastern state, the plan was adopted 
early in the summer of weighing trucks 
which appeared suspiciously heavy. 
This was merely preliminary to a more 
determined effort. It is now an- 
nounced that proper scales have been 
purchased and placed at five selected 
sites along the thoroughfares. 

The control of this whole matter ‘is 
of direct interest, therefore, to all the 
taxpayers who are responsible for the 
upkeep of the highways of the country. 
It affects all towns and interurban 
stretches through which main trucking 
routes pass. d 

It took the railroads years to discov- 
er that gross’ overloading never pays 
in the long run. They found out that 
it ‘was too expensive and dangerous a 
way to make money, A freight car, 
like _a truck, is built with a factor of 
safety to stand certain strains caused 
by uneven roadbed ang pounding over 
cross overs; if given pfoper care it will 
stand such strains without excessive 
overloading. Just think for a moment 
what may happen if a car axle breaks 
from such abuse. The whole train may 
be wrecked. Just as spectacles of this 
kind cannot be permitted tp occur often 
on the railroads, so must the truck 
owners of the country whr again simi- 
lar accidents on highways. 


The Factor of Safety, 


A truck will stand some overload, as 
I have just intimated; the manufac- 
turer refers to this as the factor of 
safety.

Battery Terminal Care 
Means Pep in the Engine 


Did you ever wonder why the engine 
does not show the accustomed pep or 
why the lights burn dinly or the ig- 
nition seems poor? Unfasten the wires 
and bars at the battery terminals and 
notice if they are clean. They must be 
clean if current is to flow freely. 
Scrape off with a stick any green or 
white deposit you see, and spread a 
little cup grease over the parts to pre- 
vent corrosion. 


CHAINS UTILIZED 


The marvelous success of the cater- 
pillar type of tractor, as used In the 
various kinds of “tanks” employed 
during the great war, was accom- 
plished by nothing more than a de- 
velopment of the familiar skid chain 
principle.

At the left of the entrance hall is|, 


the dining room, a little more than 
twelve feet square. It is lighted from 
two sides, and opening from it is the 
coat closet—an unusual arrangement 
but a handy and space saving one. The 
kitchen, 9 feet 4 inches square, back 
of the dining room, is also lighted 
from two sides, and thé chimney at 
this end of the house accommodates 
the range flue as well as that from 
the heating plant in the basement. 
Nominally there is no pantry, its 
place being taken by cabinets, in the 
kitchen. In reality the rear hall serves 
as a pantry. It contains the ice box, 
redched from the service porch at the 
rear, a little closet for extra leaves for 
the dining room table, and a large case 


_ or cabinet. A sliding panel over the 


sink able adds to the ease and com- 
fort of setting or clearing the table. 

Upstairs are three bedrooms. One 
of these, 11 feet 4 inches by 22 feet, 
occupies an entire end of the house 
and is the same size as the living room 
below. This big chamber has ward- 
robes instead of closets; the two small- 
er bedrooms on the other side of the 
hall have clesets. There is a large 
bathroom, which contains the linen 
closet, and a sleeping porch, 9 feet 8 
inches by 7 feet 8, over the service 
porch at the rear. 

As it stands, this house is built with 
hollow tile walls, covered with light 
colored stucco, and finished on the in- 
side with gypsum plaster laid on metal 
lath. This construction can be varied 
somewhat if desired. A veneer of face 
brick instead of the stucco would be 
just as beautiful, durable, and fire re- 
sistive. In that case the blinds should 
be painted white to secure the desired 
contrast. Metal or asbestos shingles 
could be substituted for the asphalt 
shingles actually used. Built in any 
of these ways, this house affords a safe. 
dignified, enduring home, with the low- 
est possible maintenance cost.

ure the legs for the best success. 


Another reason for removing the legs | 


of a chicken yourself, especially those 
of roasting chickens, is that you can 
draw out the leg sitiew by breaking 
the joint, cutting through the skin, and 
pulling. Break the joint over the edge 
of the table. 

A Simple Jellied Stock. 

» Buy a two pound beef shank and the 
game weight of a knuckle of veal. You 
can gét these almost clean of meat. 
The butcher will break them, and if 
you are thrifty and in search of good 
winter food, and variety in it, you will 
take out the marrow, cut it up, put it 
in @ little cloth, and drop it into a 
email amount of boiling water for ten 
minutes, mash it, salt it, and serve it 
on toast. You may add a little lemon 
juice, but be careful or you will de- 
Stroy the character of the delicate 
marrow. A little salt is sufficient sea- 
soning. 

You may add to the bones as much as 
four quarts of cold water and get a 
jeliied stock by twelve hours of sim- 
mering, but not a glue stiff jelly. Use 
lems for that, but the first is service- 
able. The bones should be carefully in- 
scraped in places, and any 
dirty skin removed. Bring siowly, Most 
Slowly, to a boil, and skim off the al- 
burnin scum, as it only hardens and 
aiso keeps the meat jelly from being 
Gear. it has to be strained out in the 
end. Add a little salt at the start. 
the cooked stock rapidly.

After this has 
been done, remove the tissue paper, 
and lay, pencil side down, on the dress 
material, fastening it carefully with 
thumb tacks. Then go over each part

Portable Soup. 


In an old cook book there is a recipe 
for jellied soup stock under the naine 

of “portable soup.” The @ame name 
is used in other books in which the 
description is not quite so interesting. 
This is rather long as well as a bit en- 
tertaining, but there are reasons why 
it is worth while for us today. 

Skipping the introductory sentence, 
we come to this: “If well made it will 
keep for many months in a cool, dry 
place, and when dissolved in hot water 
or gravy will afford a fife liquid soup, 
convenient to carry in a box on a jour- 
ney or sea voyage, or to use in a re- 
mote place where fresh meat for soup 
is not to be had. 

“A piece of this glue the size of a 
large walnut will when melted in water 
become a pint bowl of soup; or by using 
less water we may have it much richer. 
If there is time and opportunity, boil 
with the piece of soup a seasoning of 
sliced onion, sweet marjoram, sweet 
basil, or any herbs you choose. Also, 
a bit of butter rolled in flour. 

“To make portable soup, take two 
shins or | of beef, two knuckles of

veal, and four unskinned calf’s feet. 
Have the bones broken or cracked. Put 
the whole into a large clean pot that 
will hold four gallons of water. Pour 


in, at beginning, only as much waten 


as will cover the meat well, and set it 
over the fire to heat graflually until it 
almost boils. 

‘Watch and skim it carefully while 
any scum rises. Then pour if a quart 
of cold water to make it throw up all 
the remaining scum, and let it come to 
a good boil, continuing to skim as long 
as the least scum appears. In this be 
particular. 

“When the liquid appears perfectly 
Clear and free from grease, pour in the 
remainder of the watér, and let it boil 
gently for eight hours. Strain it 
through a clean hair sieve into a large 
stoneware pan, and set it where it will 


cool quickly. 


“ Next day remove all the remaining 
grease and pour the liquid, as quickly 
as possible, into a three gallon stew 
pan, taking care not to disturb the set- 
tlings at the bottom. Keep the pan 
uncovered and let it boil as fast as pos- 
sible over a quick fire. 

“ Next, transfer it to a three quart 
stew pan, and skim it again if neces- 
sary. Watch it well, and see that it 
does not burn, as that would spoil the 
whole, Take out a little in a spoon and 
hold it in the air to see if it will jelly. 
If it will not, boil it a little longer till 
it jellies.

“ Have ready some small white ware 
preserve pots, clean, and quite dry. Set 
over a slow fire, a large flat bottomed 
stew pan, one-third filled with boiling 
water.

Let the pots stand 
uncovered in this water, hot, but with- 
out boiling, for six or seven hours. This 
will bring the soup to a proper thick- 
ness, which should be that of a stiff 
jelly, when hot; and when cold it 
should be like hard glue. When fin- 
ished turn out the molds of soup and 
wrap them up separately in “new 
brownish paper, and put them up in 
boxes. 

“Portable soup may be improved by 
the addition of three pounds of nice 
lean beef, which must be cut in bits. 
If you have any friends going the over-

portable soup may be a most useful 
present to them.”

The 
Charles Frohman company, instead of 
Mr. Williams, will be the producer. 


John Drinkwater has come over for 
the production of his “ Mary, Queen of 
Scots,” which continues to be consid- 
erably talked about by _ practically 
every one but its producer. The new 
Driskwater play, unlike “ Abraham 
Lincoln.” is not of a chronological na- 
ture, but is concerned with Mary 
Stuart at a single point of her career. 
This is when she was about 24, still 
the wite of Darniey-—the time when 
the murder of Riccio took place. “In 
technique "--thus a guarded announce- 
ment—“the play is said to show a 
departure from custom.” 


The changing mode in plays is fur- 
ther indicated by the news that a 
dramatization of Sinclair Lewis’ “‘ Main 
Street” is to be produced by the Shu- 
berts. Not so many months ago it 
would have been insisted by al) man- 
agers that “there is not a play in it,” 
but the success of “the first year” has 
done @ good deal to ‘wean producers 
away from this viewpoint. Harvey 
O'Higgins and Harriet Ford, the in- 
veterate collaborators, are making the 
dramatization of “ Main Street.”

The im- 
portant and dangerous thing is that 
Mary Garden arouses feelin On 
the morning after her perfo ce 
yeu did not read New York's opinion 
s0 much as you felt its pulse. 

For her art the sincerity which Gar 
den gives out to her listeners and then 
exacts from them in the form of hate 
or love is vital. But it may be bad 
for her managing. A little insincerity 
at all times and a whole iot in a pinch 
were Campanini’s most precious assets. 
i cannot see Miss Garden using the 
hypocrite’s earess on the wounded feel- 
ings of her company. If she will man- 
age the way she acts some one in the 
company who can't sing is sooner or 
later going to be told that he can't 
sing in the company. That will be ter- 
rible. There will then be such bellow- 


ings from back stage as will make the 
printed page of the Journal man seem 
puny by comparison.

Here Is a Chance 
for Young Men to 
Learn How to Fly 


By Morrow Krum 


CHANCE for 500 young men to 
learn to fly will soon be offered 
by the war department. Accord- 
ing to an announcement just 
sent out by the adjutant general, the 
opportunity will be extended to all 
civilians between the ages of 20 and 
27 who have a high school education 
or its equivalent and who desire to 
master all phases of military aeronau- 
tics. 


These men, after being accepted, will 
be known as flying cadets—fiying 
cadets of the war made the white hat- 
band famous—and will be sent to the 
air service school at March field, River- 
side, Cal., or to Carlstrom ‘feild, Arca- 
dia, Fla., where their course of instruc- 
tion will begin. . 

~The primary instruction in theory

consists of courses in pursuit, bombing, 
and observation will occupy approxi- 
mately six months, three months of 
which are spend with a service squad- 
ron.

the cynosure of every traveler's 

gaze, his watchful friend, fixed in 

the heavens, beaconing the way. 
Polaris was the sailor’s guide and gave 
direction to the hunter and the wan- 
derer. The compass and better charts 
of the highways of the earth have done 
much to lessen the importance of the 
Pole Star, and we no longer watch it 
as we used to do. . 

The stars around Polaris never set, 
but wheel in a perpetual journey round 
and round. Watch the Dipper as it 
moves tonight. Its first two stars, the 
pointers, always are aligned upon the 
North Star, and the constellation moves 
with a majestic sweep, now low along 
the north horizon, now up to almost 
overhead. Sunrise leaves its stars still 
shining, sunset lets them out to shine 
again. 

‘The Egyptians were much impressed 
by the hehavior of the “stars of dark- 
ness,”’ as they called the Dipper. To 


jj them it was a symbol for the evil one, 


who ruled by night and who each morn- 
ing was stabbed to death by the shining 
spears of Horus, the rising sun. Many 
buildings were erected toward the 
north, and chief among them was the 


This mighty work of architecture 
has not been rivaled in its plan or well 
wrought execution to this day. It was 
a tomb, its base a perfect square whose 
sides were east and west and north and 
south, correct to a finger’s breadth in a 
quarter of a mile of circuit around. 

Beneath the apex, deep buried in the 
masonry, lay the mummy of the King. 
A passageway led to it from the outer 
world. Against the-northern face there 
was a door that led into the corridor. 
The passage first dipped down until it 
reached a pool of water; it was then 
deflected up and formed the long grand 
gallery to the tomb. 

A watcher, standing by the great 
sarcophagus, beheld the North Star 
shining in his face. Its light streamed 
dowmthe passage on the pool and then 
shone upward to the silent room. By 
night and day it gleamed, day after 
day for many years, a fitting symbol 
for eternity. 

‘But ngin recked not of a changing 
sky when the Great Pyramid was 
built. We, looking back along the 
trail that histéry has left, can fix 
the era when its. builders lived by 
knowing their mistakes. The star that 
was the Pole Star then is the orth 
Star no more. 
The daily skies roll on, but never 
once come back to quite where they 
were before. The change is far too 
small for us to note in our lifetime, 
or even many lifetimes, but over cen- 
turies the slow change is visible. The 
stars have still a third motion as they 
wheel, a slow precession in the sky. 
They execute one turn of it in 24,000 
years. Five thousand years have 
passed since Cheops built his pyramid.

Will Also Produce Profits 


, for Railroads. 


BY WINDSOR T. WHITE.

National Motor Truck Committee. } 

Our highways, railways, and water- 
ways are the arteries through which 
our c@mmerce, the life blood of the 
nation, flows between points of pro- 
duction and final utilization or con- 
eummion. Commerce could not exist 
without transpu:tation of some kind. 
It cannot expand any fasicr than our 
transportation facilities will allow. 

The greatest strain appears to be 
at the terminals. Statistics show that 
if the junction and terminal] delays 
could be eliminated the daily average 
mileage could be brought up to thirty- 
seven and one-half miles per car, whjch 
would be the equivalent of an addition 
of 1,200,000 cars.. At such centers as 
New York, Cincinnati, “Minneapolis, 
Cleveland, Louisville, Grand Rapids, 
and St. Louis motor freight terminals 
are established. These exercise impor- 
tant influences on transportation and 
production immediately. 

In the city of Cincinnati alone 66,- 
000 care were released for the through 
traffic; shipments that took four days 
by cars from one part of Cincinnati to 
another were transferred in four hours 
by truck. 

Adds to Rail Profits. 


These are vita] points in steam rail 
operation in that they are generally 
s@ats of financial] loss and are a source 
of burden to the operating department. 
They may, however, be turned into rev- 
enue producing factors by the adoption 
of the motor truck. That perhaps may: 
look like a broad statement, so we will 
show how and why it is true. 

Danie] Willard, president of the Bal- 
timore and Ohio Railroad company, 
says that experience of the past dem- 
onstrates clearly that at least $1,000,- 
000,000 per annum must be provided 
as a minimum for capital expenditures 
for new equipment and facilities neces- 
sary to keep the railroads abreast of 
the transportation requirements of the 
coufitry. If we are to have, in his 
opinion, a complete and well articu- 
lated national system, it can only be 
had, as things are now, by the co- 
ordination of a number of different 
transportation agencies, including 
steam and electric railways, the utiliza- 
tion of coastwise and inland waterways, 
the full economic use of the highways, 
improved and unimproved, the use of 
the motor truck, and such other trans- 
portation agencies as may be best 
suited to the particular requirement, 

Stop an Economic Waste. 

Conditions of the immediate past 
bear out Mr. Willard’s statements on- 
these points. The fact that we have) 
in this country 259,000 miles of rail- 
way and 2,753,334 miles of highway, of 
which 296,290 miles are improved, 
clearly proves that vast sectigns of the 
United States are today wit out any 
form of transportation, and are, there- 
fore, either operating under their ca- 
pacity or are not producing at all. 

This is an economic waste, for with- 
in this area of nonproducing territory 
lies & vast acreage of productive soil, 
capable of adding @gaterially to our 
agricultural wealth, nor should we for- 
get the great mineral deposits which 
are unavailable, due to their state of 
isolation. 

Cheper to Use Metor. 


In all parts of the country a vast 
tonnage is forwarded in less than car- 
load lots (1. c. 1.) to neighboring towns 
and cities. Upon investigation, it would 
probably be found that it is cheaper to 
ship such goods by motor transport. 
It is certain that were motor trans- 
portation employed in handling this 
class of goods, the shipping cost would 
be lower and the transactions a door- 
to-<loor overnight delivery, whereas the 
rail line might require two or «three 
days to accomplish the same service. 

Local package freight comprises over 
100,000,000 tons annually, or over 4 
per cent of the aggregate tonnage of 
the railways, although from the na-

Manager Tells of the 
Year’s Work.

The N. A. D. A., as it is known to. 
the trade, is the official representative | 
of the 35,000 retailers and distributors | 
of automobiles. The association was, 
organized in Washington in 1917 when 
the War Trade board threatened the 
extinction of the dealer business by 
decision to declare the automobile a 
non-essential. Through the efforts of 
the dealer association, the automobile 
was removed from the list of non-es- 
sentials and placed on a parity with 
other articles of commercial conasump- 
tion, 

The a@sociation also exempted its 
mechanics from the “work or fight” 
order. It carried on a program to elim- 
inate waste, to dispense with unneces- 
sary demonstrations, for Sunday clos- 


and numerous other projects. 
Obtains U. 8S. Theft Law. 


One of the biggest feats it has ac- 
complished is securing the passage 
in Congress, in 1919, of the Dyer Na- 
tional Motor Vehicle Anti Theft Law. 
Under this law, theefirst year of its 
operation 272 arrests were made and 
159 convictions secured. Penalties 
totalling 213 years were adjudged and 
fines totaling $9,050 were assessed. 

The association maintians a war tax 
department with an attorney in Wsh- 
ington to represent it before the inter- 
nal revenue bureau. Problems of thou- 
sands of dealers have been handled 
successfully by the association. 
Through representatives by the dealer 
association the tax on a truck chassis 
was finally held at three per cent as 
a completed truck instead of five pg 
cent asapart. This interpretation has 
saved truck dealers thousands of dol- 
lars. 

Stopped Dumping of Trucks. 

The association -in 1919 was 
cessful in convincing Congress of the 
wisdom of disposing of surplus army 
trucks to the highway construction 
departments of the states and to the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, instead of pursuing a policy of 
dumping these trucks on the market. 
By so doing highway construction 
work has been materially advanced and 
the dealers saved from the competi- 
tion. of unbridled auctions. 

‘The association maintains a legisla- 
tive bureau and keeps in closest con- 
tact with measures beneficial or detri- 
mental to the trade. It is sponsoring 
uniform laws covering the trade and 
has offered a uniform motor vehéele 


anti theft act to supplement the Fede- 
ral Anti Theft Law.

U.S. MAN ASKED 
FIRST PATENT 
ON AUTO MOTOR 


About 1874 Gottlieb Daimler and Carl 
Benz began their basic experffments in 
the field of internal combustion, hydro-, 
carbon motors. | 

On May 8, 1879, George Baldwin Sel- 
den of Rochester, N. Y., filed an applf- 
cation for a patent coyering the use of 
the gasoline motor as a propelling force 
of a road vehicle and upon the vehicle 
as a whole. This application was the 
pioneer patent of the industry. Selden 
did not. build a car until some years 
after his patent was granted. 

While Carl Benz of Mannheim, Ger- 
many, built the first internal combus- 
tion, hydro-carbon motor propelled ve- 
hicle in 1885, it was not until 1893 that 
the automobile practically as it is 
known today was launched. Panhard 
& Levassor in this year manufactured 
850 motors, nearly all of which were 
sold.
